On December 27, 1972, we submitted our recommendations for new parking 
lot lighting and for additional landscaping, in sums of $4,500.00 and $4,800.00 
respectively. Both of these were not accepted on December 28, 1972. 


Attached is a letter from Dix-Kelly Electric: Co., Inc. to Paul Dinius (our 
consulting engineer) dated January 19, 1973, and Dinius' letter dated January 
22, 1973, concerning the condition of the present light poles. You will note 
the contractor and the consulting engineer recommend replacement. 


We re-submit our recommendation for the installation of new poles as the 
prudent procedure. It will be more difficult and more costly at a later date 
to install the proper fixtures. We recommend Prescolite series 5976 exterior 
fluorescent poles. The cost should be between $4,000 and $4,500 for proper 
lighting.

SUBJECT: CANCELLATION OF EXEMPTION CERTIFICATES 


Effective September 1, 1973, Section Ic 10 71y 62211-30904) of the 
Indiana Gross Retail Sales Act is repealed. 


This provision, which exempts from sales tax certain purchases by 
"speculative builders", will not apply to any material delivered on 
or after September 1, 1973 regardless of the fact that construction 
may have been started prior to that date. 


ALL EXEMPTION CERTIFICATES ISSUED PRIOR TO SEPTEMBER 1, 1973 BY ALL 
CONTRACTORS FOR THE PURCHASE OF ANY BUILDING MATERIALS ARE CANCELLED 
AS OF SEPTEMBER 1, 1973 ON THE PURCHASE OF SUCH MATERIAL. 


After August 31, 1973 contractors taking delivery of building 
material to become a part of an improvement to real estate for an 
exempt organization may issue a new exemption certificate dated on 
or after September 1, 1973, and certifying the exempt use of the 
material. For the contractor to issue such an exemption certificate 
the exempt organization must previously have given the contractor a 
valid exemption certificate. Both the contractor and his customer 
must be registered with the Indiana Department of Revenue in order 
to issue exemption certificates. 


No exemption certificates will be valid for speculative builders 
after August 31, 1973, however Sellers should retain all exemption 
certificates to justify exempt sales of materials delivered prior 
to September 1, 1973.

SUBJECT: Library Video Project - A Pilot Program 


In response to recent developments in video equipment, especially 
the development of low cost, half-inch video tape production 
facilities, many libraries have been responding to the challenge 
of providing information and service to their communities through 
the use of video equipment and cable communications. Numerous 
proposals for use of this new form of communication are being 
discussed for and by libraries throughout the country. Since 
there is such a wide range of ideas being discussed and proposals 
advanced, we feel that a pilot project would be an appropriate 
means Of gathering data to enable us to decide what uses, if any, 
this Library might make of video tape and cable television tech- 
nology. This pilot project would be in effect from December, 
1973 through the end of March, 1974, at which time an evaluation 
of the project would be prepared and presented to the Board, 


PURPOSES OF THE PROJECT 


The purposes of the pilot project will be: 


cae To test and evaluate ways in which the Library can use this 
new means of communication in providing improved or additional 
services. 


oa To stimulate awareness, among the library staff and among 
the general public, of the potential for producing video programs 
and materials. 


ae To produce a backlog of videotaped programs and materials 
which can be used for library purposes or broadcast at a later 
date. 


Le, To test the necessity and feasibility of having the Library 
one day establish a video instruction program to provide training, 
independent of the cable system operator, for citizens who wish 
to take advantage of the free public access channels, 
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VIDEO PROJECT PROPOSAL 


To achieve these purposes we would propose to set up a small video 
facility consisting of two black-and-white video cameras, along 
with the necessary recorders, batteries, microphones, lights, 
monitors, etc. and an editing deck. This equipment would be 

used to train library personnel and other interested persons 

in both the technique and the art of video production and to 
produce video tapes for library use as well as for later broadcast. 


ACCESS TO TRAINING AND EQUIPMENT 


The term of the pilot project will be divided roughly into four 
training/access periods, each one month long. During the first 
month, interested library personnel will be instructed in the 
basic techniques of the operation of the equipment, camera work, 
lighting, and editing. During the second and third months, the 
same course will be opened to interested persons within the 
community. Then, during the fourth month, the equipment will 

be made available to graduates of the training program and other 
Qualified persons for use outside the library,. although a library 
staff member will be assigned to accompany the camera crew to care 
for equipment and act as a technical advisor. 


Throughout the period of the project, library staff members will 

be using the equipment to develop their own expertise and to 
produce programs and materials for library use and for possible 
broadcast, either on a cable system or over the existing commercial 
Scav.Lons'.

A library staff person would need to be assigned to coordinate 
the care and use of video equipment. This person would 
probably spend 5-10 hours per week at these duties. The 

time spent by other staff members engaged in researching, 
writing, filming, and editing library-produced tapes would 
depend entirely upon the quantity and quality of the tapes 
produced,

personnel and for the public. This would invclve one 2-hour

WHEREAS, the Congress of the United States has enacted the Library Services 
and Construction Amendments of 1970 to assist the States in the mi acne D8 and 
improvement of public library services in areas of the States which are ica 
such services or in which such services are inadequate, in the improvement of 
such other State library services as library services for physically handicapped, 
institutionalized, and disadvantaged persons, and in strengthening State library 
administrative agencies; 

WHEREAS, by the terms of section 6 of the Act any State desiring to receive 
its allotment for any purpose under this Act for any fiscal year shal] (1) have 
in effect for such fiscal year a basic State plan which shall provide for the
